1904, tne above-named defend- 
ant, Charte M. Carpenter, did with - 
tent on mis pert then and there to K 
and murder the said Christian D. Frey, 
and not in self defense, and maliciously, 
shoot the sald Christian D. Frey in the 
beck without any provocation, and 
without any right , to da, and did Ime 
flict upon the body uf said Christian D, 
Frey a bullet wound, from which said 
wound the said Christfan D. Frey died 
uUrst dy of May, 1904, as afore- 
sa 

Frey was killed at Hunter's ranch 
where he and many other persons nad 
gone to witness « cocking mam. Super 
intendent Zimmer and his deputies in- 
terrupted the chicken fighting, and 
while they were attempting to make ar 
rests Frey was shot. 

It is specifically set out in the com- 
piaint that Zimmér wes present and 
“aided and abetted” Carpenter te 
Shoot, kill and murder Frey, and that 
Carpenter, in doing what he did, acted 
under the instruct of 
Zimmer, and in his presence. 
charged, furthermore, that at that time 
and ever since, Zimmer approved and 
ratified the acts of Carpenter, and still 
approves them.

Acting Mayor Summerland yesterday 
afternoon espied the sword of Damocles 
that hangs above the Chief Executive's 
cha tr.

HE ISSUE OF HIGH LICENSE 
VS. PROHIBITION. 

It has been suggested that the 
people, at the specia! anti-caloon elec- 
tion, be permitted to vote on the ques- 
tion of high license (not less than 
$2500 per year) at the same time 
that they vote on the anti-saloon or- 
dinance. 

This suggestion is reasonable, and 
ought without doubt to be put into 
effect. It can be done by delaying the 
date of the election long enough to 
get up the requisite petition; or, per- 
haps, the Council could pass an ordi- 
nance placing that question before the 
people, to be voted upon at the time 
indicated. At all events, the question 
should go before the people, so as to 
give them a fair opportunity to decide 
between high license and prohibition. 

If the liquor men set themselves 
stubbornly against the idea of high 
license and rigid regulation, they will 
thereby alienate the sympathies of a 
large number of voters who regard 
that plan as the most feasible one for 
minimizing the evil effects of liquor 
selling and drinking. it the liquor 
men are sensible enough to acquiesce 
in the high-license plan, and assist in 
bringing the question to vote, they will 
secure the support of a large number 
of conservative voters, who would 
otherwise vote for prohibition. The 
opportunity is before them, and they 
must choose one course or the other. 

There are hundreds and thousands 
of reasonable. justice-loving and tem- 
perate men, though tlley are not pro- 
hibitionists in the general acceptance 
of the term, who will resent, and prop- 
erly, an attitude of stubbornness and 
defiance, if such an attitude be taken 
by the liquor men against hich license. 
These men, if the dealers as- 
sume an unreasonable attitude, will 
become out-and-out advocates of com- 
plete prohibition. 


E VERDICT 
CASE. . 

In view of the flagrant circum- 
stances of the case and the weakness 
of the defense, the verdict of “not 
guilty” ending the trial of Tom Hays, 
the Riverside bank wrecker, is one of 
the most astonishing ever rendered in 
this State. 

Hays has not entirely escaped the 
clutches of the law, as there are other 
causes of action against him; but his 
acquittal by jury in the Federal Court 
is a blow at the moral sense of the 
community and a menace to the public 
solvency. What shall be taught the 
rising generation if unconvicted rogues 
like Tom Hays are to escape punish- 
ment? What safeguards have our finan- 
Mal institutions if faithless cashiers 
are to handle other people's money 
as they choose and make no account- 
ing for their misdoings? 

The argument of the counse! for the 
respondent was that other officers of 
the bank had opportunities equal to 
those of Hays for misappropriating the 
cash; indeed it was openly charged 
that they did so. In view of the won- 
derfully loose administration of the 
bank's affairs, and the negligence of the 
directors, there was ground for severe 
criticiem of the various officers, and 
perhaps they. were equally culpable 
with, Hays; but their delinquencies 
could not excuse his turpitude. 

It was admitted that large sums 
of money were taken from the bank; 
it was admitted that Hays was the 
chief manager, almost the sole man- 
ager, in fact, of the institution; he 
made a practical confession of his 
wrongdoing; the bank went to pieces 
in consequence of the fearful hole 
made in its assets during the Hays 
regime—and yet a jury comes in with 
a verdict of “not quilty!” It is para- 
lyzing to citizens who have been 
taught that there are such things as 
law, justice and punishment for crime. 

It is such verdicts as these that 
arouse contempt for the law and its 
machinery, that weaken the force of 
the statutes, that stir up anarchy, 
that sap the foundations of our democ- 
racy, that embolden lawbreakers and 
put a premium on vice. it is such 
verdicts as this that create the mis- 
chievous impression that there is one 
law for the poor.and another for the 
rich. It is such verdicts as this that 
breed criminals and encourage the 
worst forms of organized rapine from 
which the people are suffering today. 

Thank Heaven! such verdicts are 
few and far between! The Times is

There should be a rigid inquiry into 
the influences brought to bear on the 
jury in the Hays case outside of the 
courtroom, if any there were. Jurors, 
as. well as others, are amenable to 
the law, and the United States officers 
will have not done their full duty till 
they have made a searching investiga- 
tion along this line. The case of the 
Federal government was ably pre- 
sented by the United States attorneys. 
The facts were clearly brought out. 
What caused the jury to ignore them? 
Let this be ascertained if possible. 

The telegraph wires are laden with 
tales of defaications and embezzie- 
ments. Nearly every large financial 
center is cursed with these breaches 
of trust. One hardly knows on whom 
to rely. Every day brings some amaz- 
ing disclosure af financial faithiess- 
ness. Temptation to go wrong was 
never so great as in this era of enor- 
mous accumulations of wealth, and 
never did weak human nature stand 
in such need of the support of the 
strong arm of the law. What a piiy 
that there should come such a verdict 
as this to debilitate the law's arm and 
to. stimulate the belief that if a rob- 
ber steals enough he is safe. Such a 
verdict is a calamity for every tempted 
man, as well as for every citizen who 
has saved a dollar and put it in a

HE “OPEN SHOP” IN CHICAGO. 
Some time ago the teamsters em- 

ployed by Montgomery Ward 4 Co., a 
Chicago firm, struck because the firm 
was having trouble with its garment 
workers, who were out ona _ strike. 
There was rioting and violence, as 
usual. Numerous non-unionists were 
slugged and mauled, as a matter of 
course. But Montgomery Ward 4 Co. 
managed to keep their business mov- 
ing, notwithstanding the mob violence 
of strikers, strike sympathizers, and 
the half-hearted efforts of the police. 
At length the strikers, seeing they 
were practically beaten, called off the 
strike and asked to be reinstated in 
the r old positions. | 

But Montgomery Ward & Co. had 
had enough of the union teamsters, 
who struck without the slightest prov- 
ocation, and their request for rein- 
statement was refused. Now a genera! 
boycott has been declared by the team- 
ters union, not only against Mont- 
gomery Ward 4 Co., but against a 
large Number of the leading mercan- 
tile firms in Chicago, and the team- 
sters are seeking to prevent the receipt 
or shipment of goods by these boy- 
cotted firms. The teamsters threaten 
to call to their assistance the freight 
handlers and other railroad employés, 
in Chicago and perhaps in other cities. 
The prospects indicate a bitter and 
more or less prolonged contest. 

Chicago has had these wretched 
trades-union contests before, and in 
plenty. For years they have demoral- 
ized the city’s industries, ruined busi- 
ness men, and caused untold suffering 
among wage-earners—and principally 
among wage-carners foolish enough to 
be led into violence and lawlessness by 
the misrepr of walking 
delegates and other union bosses. 
Chicago has suffered seriously from 
these evils. Now has come Chicago's 
opportunity to strike for industrial 
freedom, for the open shop, and for 
the right of every man to won out bis 
own destiny, unhampered by lawless 
restrictions of any kind. 

The fight in Chicago has already re- 
solved itself into a fight for and 
against “the open shop. The para- 
mount question to be determined is 
whether the men who pay wages to 
employés, who furaish the capital and 
take all the risks in the conduct of 
business enterprises, shall be allowed 
to conduct their business without un- 
lawful interference from outsiders. 

The worm seems at last to have 
turned in Chicago. Employers who 
have so long submitted to unjust and 
ruinous exactions at the hands of the 
combined unions, appear to have come 
at last to a realization of the fact that 
iu the open shop lies their only de- 
liverance from this intolerable tyranny. 
They have organized an employers’ 
teaming company, and a fund of over 
$1,000,000 has been raised for operating 
this company, with assurances of 
several millions more, if necessary. If 
the striking teamsters succeed in drag- 
ging all the leading industries into the 
fight, as they threaten to do, the con- 
test will be prolonged and bitter. As 
it will be a sympathetic strike through- 
out, there will be no ground upon 
which to base arbitration. One side 
or the other will be obliged to give up 
the fight. 

Inasmuch as this battle for the open 
shop must sooner or later be fought to 
a finish in Chicago, the present time is 
as opportune as any. Chicago can now, 
once and for ali, free itseit from the 
deadly parasite of dominant unionism, 
if the Citizens’ Alliance, and all who 
are in sympathy with its purposes and 
methods, will stand fast in the fight toa 
finish for the open shop. The price 
Wich will have to be paid may be 
heavy, but the victory for right and 
freedom will be worth all that it will 
cost, and more. 
Dominant unionism is a blight which 
no legitimate business can long endure, 
for there is no end to its ruinous de- 
mands. It is much to be regretted that 
these industria) conflicts must come.

HONOR FOR SCHREIBER. 


May Get a Colonelsy in the Event of 
Another War—On Reserve 
List. 


Lieut.-Col. W. G. Schreiber of Gen. 
Wankowski's staff has won from the 
War Department an honor that is 
something like a reward for his long 
service in the National Guard. 

As a result of a recent examination 
taken before a board of regular army 
officers in San Francisco, he has been 
placed on the “reserve list,” to get a 
colonels commission in the event of 
war This ie in accordance with a re- 
cent act of Congress. 

The examination was so severe that 
only twenty-five officers in the whole 
United States were able to pass, many 
of these being for commissions of a 
lower grade. In Caljfornia there was 
but one other officer, and he took the 
captain's examination. The assignment 
of Col. Schreiber as a reserve colonel! 
of infatry will expire by age limit in 
January. 1914.

thority yesterday that Mayor-elect- 


Willam Waterhouse will announce to- 

day some of his appointments to the 

offices which the people have given him 
the privilege of filling and which must 
be Officially acted upon next Monday. 

Capt. Waterhouse has been a very 
busy man since his return from the 
East. Though he has steadfastiy. de- 
clined to give out an inkling of what 
be intends to do, so far as is known, 
he has interviewed a great many in- 
fuential citizens and it is not likely 
that he will name any officials save 
those who will meet with the hearty 
colperation of the business men. 

The general belief is that the Mayor- 
eiect has dropped 4 hint or two to 
Those at the “ity Hall who are likely 
to be replaced so that they may have 
a chance to find positions elsewhere 
Without losing time. The idea of a 
clean sweep and the carrying out of 
the policy that “to the victor belongs 
the spoils” has in this case lost a num- 
ber of supporters since Capt. Water- 
house's return. The impression seems 
te prevail that after thoroughtly in- 
epecting the city departments and talk- 
ing over municipal matters with the 
Mayor, Council and others, Capt. 
Waterhouse has arrived at the opinion 
that things are being run im pretty 
good shape and that few if any chang- 
es will be made simply for the purpose 
of paying political debts. 

if this policy be carried out there 
wont be so many sensations to spring 
at the Council next Monday morning. 
The only salaried offices actually to be 
filled are those of chief of police. bulld- 
ing and plumbing inspector and city 
attorney. The incumbents of these of- 
fices have resigned or signified their 
intention to do go. Many think that 
not more than one or two of the other 
city servants are likely to be disturbed. 

John M. York, son of Judge Waldo 
M. York, is now prominently spoken of 
for the office of city attorney, which a 
good many people think will go to 
Judge H. H. Klamroth. Acting Chief 
Austin appears to have the call to the 
Office of Chief of Police, while George 
Downing is said to be pretty likely to 
succeed Building and Plumbing Inspec- 
tor Buchanan. 

The Council! will meet Monday. morn- 
ing at 11:30 o'clock to receive resigna- 
tions and close up old business. At 12 
o'clock the old Council will retire and 
the new Mayor and his cabinet will 
begin their reign.

of that county, he made and unmade 
officials, one of his jobs of litical 
manufacture being Capt. niels. 
president of the Orange Growers’ Bank 
and member of Congress. 

The beginning of Hays's undoing 
were the frauds he perpetrated on the 
Salt Lake Railroad. He was a special 
agent of that company, employed be- 
cause of his “pull.” te buy land for 
the right of way. He was detected in 
buying land at one price and turning 
in the bill to the company at an in- 
creased price--pocketing the balance. 

His resignation was practically 
forced from the bank, but wool was 
pulled over the eyes of the public by a 
‘set of resolutions, adopted by the di- 
rectors of the bank and lauding Hays 
to the skies, explicitly etating that his 
accounts at the bank were correct. 

HEAVY DEFAULTER 

A few months later the public was 
thunderstruck to hear that Tem 
Hays was a defaulter for about 8100. 
000-—just how much will never be 
known, 

After those gold-brick resolutions, 
the publie no longer placed faith in the 
protests of the bank, and it was forced 
to go out of business. . 

Late in the night of March 23, 1904, 
the officials of the bank appeared be- 
fore Justice Stevenson of Riverside 
and swore to complaints against Ha 
Sheriff! Coburn looked two days r 
Hays but could not find him. 

On the second day. a friend of Hays 
brought to Judge Noyes of Riverside 
the offer of Hays to surrender if the 
complaints were transferred to Judge 
Noyes’s court. This was agreed to, 
and Hays gave himeelf up at the Riv- 
erside Country Club. 

While being arraigned ‘in Noyes’s 
court, he objected to the amount of 
ball, and Mr. Rouse, vice-president of 
the bank, was sent for. 

“Why. Hays.” said Mr. Rouse, “you 
know you took $90,000 from the bank.” 

“Was it as much as that?” said 
Hays. 

In May. a year ago, these Riverside 
complaints were dismissed and Hays 
was indicted by the Federal grand jury 
in Loe Angeles May 6, 1994. 

About six months ago, the Riverside 
warrants were revived and Hays made 
a sensational automobile ride to Riv- 
erside to have ball fixed to save going 
to jall. Nothing came of these war- 
rants, however. 

He was indicted in Riverside by the 
county grand jury last December, and 
his attorneys promptly knocked those 
indictments into a cocked hat. 

FEDERAL CASE. 

His trial in the Federal court was 
due to the bank he defrauded being a 
national institution. 

He employed three of the best lawyers 
at the Southern California bar to de- 
fend him—J. 8. Chapman, K. A. 
Meserve and Earl Rogers. Against 
them were United States District At- 
torney Valentine and his assistant, 
Mr. Mekeeby. The trial was a bril- 
Nant fight on both sides. Mr. Valen- 
tine meeting every sortie of the de- 
tense. 

The whole attempt of the defense 
Was to make such a epectacte of bad 
management and wretched book-keep- 
ing of the bank that no one could tell 
how much money was stolen, or by 
whom. 

The good nature and perfect cour- 
tesy with which the case was fought 
makes it unique among criminal trials,
